Hawaii.

Examination of Rats and Mongoose. 

Rats and mongoose have been examined in Porto Rico as follows : 
Month of November, 1913, 3,273; month of December, 1913, 3,691; 
January 3 to 16, 1914, 1,880. No plague-infected animal was found. 
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
